action rise out of themeelves into higher heings,
Von Molike's daring would yet be condemned
by.the event. As it was, whoen al Grandes Tap-
peé the French for once exhiblled the old furia
Francese—the lerrible passion for  victory
which has built up French reputation —the Kum-
mer Brigade had to place their
backs to the wall, accept the sltuation, and die
these, to eave the beslegers from o grest dis-
aster. They did it: and we quesiion if any other
troops would, nnless elearly aware, and indeed
clearly told, that they were fizhting as a forlorn
hope—were to die for a great end. The Hohen-
rollerns ecem to have brigades in which each
maon shows the forlorn-hope spirit, which is in
its esgence not courage, for the man may be
despairing, but constancy In its highest military
development. The quality has been still more
effectively though less strikingly shown in the
entire conduct of the slege of Metz. Rarely
in history has there been such a sceone
as the letters from the besiegers’ lines
reveal. Whatever intrigues may have been
voing on in the cloudy regions of diplomaey,
the army eccamped round Metz only knew
that it was enclosing by a circle of encamp-
ments each comparatively weak an army pearly
us strong as itself, which at Vienville had fought
with deteymined daring, avd which occupied
an absolutely impreguable position. It knew
that ot any hour of any night it might be
forced to fight for existence, as the Kummer
Hrigade had done, it bad no clear theory as to
the durntion of the slege, and it was, and knew
it was, endurlng heavier privations than the

ememy. The German plan of camping in
the open, without tents, tells heavily
on the comfort of the troops, Great
pumbers were no doube housed

in the villages about, but for the majority the
only protection was a hut of straw, pervious,
after a time, 1o the rain, which for a large part
of the siege fell in torrents, The food, gmu:h
it never falled, was never plentiful, and unever
“loxurions” enough, wine and beer, whether
bad or good in themselves, being, npext to
minpule deses of morphian or greal doses ol
yuinlpe, the besl preservatives against malaria.
'l’be ground was o ses of wmud, covered with
ordure and rottisg carcases. The Germuans
either do pot understand or despise sanitary ar-
rangements, and at one moment there was fear
of an ontbreak of cholera. Typhos did break
out, but the grand fee of the army was dyseu-
tery, perhaps of all von-infections dissases
the onpne which mwost rupldly teoads to
destroy spirit. BSo territic were the ravages of

Nevertheless, through seveoly days o
these horrors, discipline, warinese, and even
cheerfulness vever failed; the officers were
always ready, the men snstched what littlo dis-
traetion they could from wifles, from letters,
from searching boxes of home gilts, and when
the honr of action came turned out, with vo-
wetted rifles, us firm as on parade, ready, it
need be, Lo dle rather than move without supe-
rior order. The Red Prince, a hard man, bul a
gound soldler, was everywhere; the officers
did thelr best for their men, veonturiog
even 1o forbid neeless exposure: and It Is o
moral certainty that bhad daty reguired
that army to lie therc, wasting slowly away,
the last battalion wonld bave met the enemy as
coolly as the firet. It was a very triumph of
morale, & lar more couclusive proof than any
victory of the strength of the weapon Germany
pow wields. Sedan was a trivmph of tactics.
In the next war, Von Moltke may be repiaced
by o Von Wrangel; but if the men are there, of
that la.-rnlper. aund in that digcipline, to defeat
them will overtask the best troops in the world.
Beside such constancy, the story told this week
of the Bavafian artillerymen who, when thelr
ammunition was exbausted, formed In line in
front of thelr guns and eang the “Wachtam
Rhein” at the gtreteh of their lupgs under a hail
of ebot, reads Lo us like a piece of puerile
bravado. Doubtless daring 18 the necessity of
armies, but men may be dariag without pos-
seesing that cool, Northern endurnnce agninst
which mere valor shatters iteell In vain. Such
men 1o be defeated mnnst be Killed.

Prec'sely the enme scene, in & milder form, is
being witnessed before Parie. The beeloging
army strikes all obgervers as being stretche s ont
in a line dangerously weak. It is acknowledged
that if any one corpe were attacked in great
foree, it wonld be “hours” before the corps Lo
right and feft of it could lend it efficient aid;
vet Vomn Moltke s not  afrald, he
knows to a certainty tha corps attacked
will die there _ before It will yleld, and
the iuvestment being a necessily, he
runs the needful risk. The winter is comiog,
the communications are long, the Garmans are
begioning to suffer heavily from sickpess,
tedium, and homesickness —all German letters
refer to this latter evil—but there are no com-
plaints meshrinkings, none of those “‘murmurs”
which In & camp of Sonthern soldiers would
compel their Jeaders Lo a rash attack to “'keep
up the epirits of their men,” They bhave to en-
dure, and they endure, with a cool constauncy,
to which the only drawback seems to be that it
solidifics sometimes into a eallonsness which is
as near croelty as the Northern temperament
will admir, aud though Il has not the vileness of

cruelty, has many of its effects, There is
something almost Scoteh in the way o
which the German ollicers seem to regret

the waste of gonpowder and shells from. the
forts, as if it were a *‘siufol wasting of the
malreies” ratber than a source of danzer to
themeelves, An army wholly of Lowlaud
Beotehmen would be amaziongly like them in
everything except the recklessness with whish
they geern to order executions, No Soutbern
armoy would ever show this peculiar temper,
this quiet endurance of the ionevitable, as if, for
exomple, Von Moltke had ordered a supply of
hiail in furtherance of bis plaus; and no army of
any Kind, nnless discipline had become at onece
o convietion and a habit,
of this war, one thing, at least, is certain, that
the mnst efliclent army which ever yet ap-
peared in the world has been formed by a State
in which no officer or soldier under {ifty ever
raw a shot fired o anger. It is an army of Eag-
lish navvies educated and disciplined into utter
self-control.
